I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1 944. 

After  five  years  of  war,  the  general  health  of  the 
community  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  birth  rate  has  increased,  and  the  death  rate 
has  decreased. 

The  explosion  at  Hanbury  on  November  27th 
resulted  in  69  deaths,  and  of  these  37  were  residents  in 
our  district.  These  deaths  were  not  registered  in  1944 
owing  to  postponement  of  inquest,  and  they  are  not 
taken  into  account  in  the  statistics. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  dropped  to  a 
figure  below  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

There  has  been  nothing  unusual  in  the  incidence 
of  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co.  No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been 
provided,  but  a  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  to  provide 
piped  supplies  of  water  in  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall, 
Wychnor,  Tatenhill,  Dunstall,  Barton-under-Needwood, 
Hanbury  and  Anslow. 

The  township  of  Tutbury  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Rural  District  Council’s  own  Scheme.  The 
supplies  in  each  case  have  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  The  water  at 
Tutbury  is  chlorinated  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
but  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  provision  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  being  provided 
in  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall,  Tatenhill,  Hanbury,  Anslow 
and  portion  of  Rolleston. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  domestic  scavenging  in  the  Parishes  of 
Branston,  Outwoods,  Rolleston,  Stretton  and  Tutbury  has 
not  been  carried  out  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  due  to 
the  extreme  shortage  of  labour,  and  although  repeated 
appeals  have  been  made  to  the  appropriate  Government 
Departments  for  assistance  in  obtaining  labour,  very 
little  assistance  has  been  given.  It  is  hoped  that  an 
improvement  will  soon  be  forthcoming. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

Eight  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abolished 
and  water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the  year. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  emission  of  excessive 
smoke  during  the  year. 


Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
district. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  only  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district. 
This  is  a  privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston- 
on-Dove.  It  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  infestation  by  bed 
bugs  during  the  year.  There  has,  however,  been  two 
cases  of  infestation  by  fleas,  and  two  by  beetles.  In 
each  case  the  premises  were  sprayed  with  “  Zaldecide  ”, 
and  then  fumigated  with  “  Cimex  The  treatment 
appeared  to  be  effective.

Housing  Survey. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  2,300  houses  in 
the  district  will  have  to  be  inspected  in  the  course  of  the 
survey  and  classification  as  to  fitness.  The  appointment 
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of  an  additional  Housing  Inspector  for  this  survey  is 
under  consideration.  It  is  hoped  that  the  officer  appointed 
will  be  able  to  get  a  large  proportion  of  the  outlying 
districts  covered  during  the  summer  months  of  1 945- 

The  R.A.F.  dump  explosion  caused  a  considerable 
amount  of  damage  to  houses  in  the  neighbourhood.  This 
disaster  dislocated  the  usual  work  of  the  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  a  very  great  extent,  as  the  super¬ 
vision  of  repairs  to  property  was  undertaken  by  him  at 
the  request  of  the  Air  Ministry.

Milk  Supply. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  of  the  district  have  been 
inspected  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department. 

A  quantity  of  tinned  and  other  foods  was  found 
to  be  defective,  and  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
food. 


SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Mid-Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital  Board’s 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Lichfield  has  continued  to  render 
good  service.  There  has  been  less  infectious  disease 
than  in  1943.  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  of  a  mild  type, 
and  scattered  throughout  the  various  parishes. 

There  was  one  fatal  case  of  Diphtheria  in  a  child 
aged  H  years.  This  child  had  not  been  immunised 
against  the  disease.

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. 

This  treatment  has  been  given  regularly  at  the 
various  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area,  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  get  the  non-treated  entrants  to  school 
dealt  with.
